• The  strongest  part  of  the  storm  will  be  moving  through  the  early  evening. 
People  should  drive  with  extreme  caution.  Leave  good  following  distance  and 
turn  headlights  on. 

• Downed  power  lines  have  been  reported  across  the  city.  Downed  lines  are 
dangerous  and  deadly.  Stay  away  from  downed  power  lines  and  report 
immediately  to  9-1  -1  or  1 -800-DIAL-DWP. 

• Hundreds  of  downed  trees  and  some  street  flooding  have  been  reported. 
Report  these  issues  using  the  MyLA31 1 app  on  your  phone  or 

myla31 1 .lacity.org. 

• Winter  homeless  shelters  are  operating  24/7  through  Tuesday  morning.  Please 
visit  LAHSA.org  for  more  info  on  shelter  and  pickup  locations. 

• If  you  come  across  flooded  roadways,  TURN  AROUND. 

• LAFD  has  sand  and  sandbags  at  area  fire  stations.  Visit  LAFD.org  for  full  list  of 
stations.

HOMELESSNESS  AND  AFFORDABLE  HOUSING 


CITY  HALL  - Homelessness,  and  the  lack  of  access  to  services  and  affordable 
housing,  is  the  most  important  issue  facing  our  city.  Los  Angeles  is  the  most 
unaffordable  housing  market  in  the  country,  and  it  is  estimated  that  there  are  nearly 
28,000  homeless  people  living  on  the  streets. 

Mitch  has  worked  to  combat  homelessness  using  a three-pronged  approach: 
Protecting  tenants  and  preserving  our  rent  stabilized  units;  Working  to  increase  our 
supply  of  affordable  housing;  and  providing  access  to  services  and  permanent 
supportive  housing.
